Carolina Rock Phosphate. This sub- 


stance, as well as the one previously men- 
tioned, is an important factor in the fertil- 
izer trade of this country. The earliest 
evidence of the existence of the phosphatic 
beds in Carolina, seems to have been ob- 
tained in 1759, when bones and fossil teeth 
were dug up in a swamp near Cooper river. 
The true meaning of these indications does 
not appear to have been understood, how- 
ever, until 1860, when Prof. P. 8. Holmes 
demonstrated the value of these deposits by 
chemical analysis. The deposits of this 
material occur in a wide range of country, 
reaching from North Carolina to Florida, 
and extending in some instances as many 
as sixty miles inland. It is found at the 
bottom of rivers from twenty to thirty feet 
in depth, and on land slightly above high 
tide.

GUANO. 


As regards the history of this substance, 
we read in all the works relating to the an- 


cient agriculture of the Peruvians, of its 
value as a fertilizer, and admire the prov- 
ident use made of it by the Incus long be- 


fore that patriarchal race of monarchs had 
been exterminated by their chivalrous in- 
vaders, the Spaniards. 

For more than a century the navigators 
to the Pacific had noticed the guano 
islands, and had seen =——_ conveyed to 
the mainland, and must have noticed the 
juxriant growth where it was used. Yet 
beyond coast of Peru the world re- 
mained ignorant of its value, and but few 
know that such a deposit existed. In 1804, 
these deposits came to the notice of Von 
Humboldt. He carried specimens to 
Europe and called the attention of the gov- 


| | ernment to the immense deposits. 


Though Europe knew that guano was 
used by the Peruvians, it still arded it 
with suspicion. ‘This was due, in a very 
large measure, if not wholly, to that fact 
that very little was generally known at 
that time concerning the constituents of 
guano and plants, and the relation they 
bore to each other. 

The first guano was imported by a Ham- 
burg apothecary at the request of Liebig 
and Nohler who employed a part of it for 
the preparation of uric acid in the course 
of their investigations upon that subject. 

In 1842, Gibbs & Co., who had become 
agents for the Peruvian government, im- 

rted one hundred and hty-two tons 
nto Europe, and from that time the quan- 
tity steadily increased. From 1854 to 1872 
the amount imported into Great Britain 
alone, reached a value of twenty-four bil- 
lion, three hundred million-of dollars. The 
first shipment of to this country 
was made in 1845. In 1848, one thousand 
tons were imported; in 1849, twenty-one 
thousand tons.

“The executive committee of Cornell Uni- 
versity trustees has completed and forward- 
ed a contract disposing of the pine timber 
on about 25,000 acres of land in Ashland 
county, Wis. ‘The amount received for this 
timber is over $500,000, and the University 
will now have the income from that very 
handsome sum. ‘The University still owns 
the land from which this is to be cut. It is 
full of iron and is very valuable.”

tedder or with fork. In this way hay can 
be got in excellent condition at very small 
cost. 


Did any one suppose that inventive gen- 
jus had got to its limit in improved culti- 
vators for working corn and other crops? 
Not at all. In view of the modern idea of 
shallow culture for corn, advocated by the 
Farmer, the latest invention in this line is 
a continuous horizontal! blade attached to a 
frame and gaged to run so near the surface 
as to cut all weeds just at the collar. The 
smoothing harrow may drag down deep 
rooted weeds without destroying them, but 
this new invention makes clean work. It 
comes from Lowa where they raise corn. 


The hot weather, with occasional light 
rains to keep the surface of the ground 
moist, is just what is wanted to push the 
crops rapidly forward and round off the 
hay crop with a bounty that seems to leave

be wished for. Corn is at least two weeks 
ahead of last year, and showing a growth 
that has not been matched for several 
years. The only danger from grain is that 
it is too rank of growth, and will be liable 
to break down should heavy rains occur be- 
fore it is fully ripe. With all other crops

crop does not pan out as well as last year.

Europe produces 651,000 tons of butter, 
and consumes 681,000 tons, consumption 
30,000 tons above production. The United 
States and Canada produce 404,000 tons, 
and use 374,000 tons, leaving 30,000 tons 
for export. 


The outlook for heavy cattle growing is 
not reassuring. Mr. Moreton Frewen, an 
Englishman who for several years past has 
Seen much of the ranges, especially in 
Wyoming, asserts that overstocking has 
been carried so far as to greatly impair the 
capacity of the territories to afford suste- 
nance to cattle. The vast herds have 
trampled out the grass within practicable 
distances of the water courses, and there 
is no possibility of restoring the capacity 
of the ranges under the existing system of 
Cattle raising. He says that cold and

They 
must give way to ten or a hundred times 
their number of men owning compara- 
tively small herds, for which they can
